F we in review our acquaintances, we 
shall’ all, we'think, find that those whom 
we are most lad to meet, gr gs 
nionship is pleasantest to us, are no :

highly, but rath we find that particular 

charm which the French call je ne sais quot. 

Refinement of mind is, perhaps, indispens- 
able, but ease is, too, an essential component 
of good manners. By —_ we do not exactly 
mean self-possession; t ee is a quality 
which some well-mannet’ seit “€on- 
sequence, perhaps, of a nerveus emperament 
—never acquire. A girl of seventeen may 
have perfect ease of manner in society and 
still possess that shyness and retiringness 
which are alwavs her chief, though nowadays 
rare. charm.

It dwells neither 
in appearance, voice, manner nor style of 
conversation, but seems to pervade all.

N excellent, though little known, way of 

A tackling the washing is by the use of 

soft soap—the sailor's method ol 
laundering ! 

Soft soap is a wonderful dirt dispeller, and 
deserves a place of honour in every household. 
It is cheapest when bought in large quantit ies, 
and the white variety, which smells shght'y 
of ammonia, is best for laundry purposes. 
The day before washing day prepare the 
solution as follows :—Put a pound of soft soap 
into a large iron saucepan, with three pints of 
cold water, and add four heaped tablespoon- 
fuls of borax. Stir this over the fire until it 
dissolves. It is then ready for use. 

Sort out the white garments, and slightly 
rub over any badly soiled parts with the 
liquid soap. Then roll each garment up and 
pack them as tightly as possible into a bath. 
Just cover—no more—with cold water, to 
which about a third of the soap solution has 
been added. Fast coloured cottons can be 
treated in the same way. 

As early as possible on washing day repeat 
the process with the flannels, woollens and 
silks, using another third of the soap. After 
about three hours’ soaking in this soft soapy 
water the dirt literally rolis out of the clothes. 
and they are no trouble to finish. At the 
end of three hours or more, if convenient, add 
a carful of het water to the soaking water, 
knead and squeeze the garments a few times. 
rubbing a little if necessary; and they will 
be quite clean. Fignnels and woollens should 
be rinsed in slightly soapy water, and 
‘“whites”’ in two clear waters. The clothes 

are then ready for drying. 

ivo boiling is necessary with this method, 
the whole secret lying in the very soft water 
obtained by using “soft soap and hotax. Such 
water loosens the dirt and makes it easily 
detachaBle from the fabric. 

The long soaking in soft water, in fact, 
does the work quite as effectively as all the 
human heated toil of the ordinary washday 
processes. The white garments are of a snowy 
whiteness, the woollies are as soft as when 
new. while stockings washed the soft-soap way 
neither shrink nor harden, and wear twice 
as well in consequence. 

It is a method well worth trying!

W and then, even if they have been 

kept in good condition by a weekly 
sweeping with a wall brush. 

If the walls are decorated with a washable 
paint or distemper they should be washed 
over at this time, using one soft cloth for 
weak another for rinsing, and a third to 
wipe afterwards. The cloth should be wrung 
out of the water as dry as possible, and a 
very little friction pow der sprinkled on. Begin 
at. the top and work downwards, washing a 
small portion, then rinsing and drying it 
before going on to the next. If this is done 
methodically, the walls will look fresh and 
clean when finished. 

To clean wallpaper the following mixture 
is excellent. Dissolve four ounces of white 
soap in two quarts of boiling water. When 
cool, add to this half a pint of petrol and 
enough floor to form a non-sticky dough. 
With a lump of.this dough in the hand, rub 
a portion of the paper one way only, and 
afterwards wiping the part over with a clean 
dry cloth. As the dough gets soiled, fold it 
over, so that a clean surface is presented. 
This will quickly clean the paper and make 
it look like new. 

Very often when the walls are stripped for 
cleaning bare patches and torn paper will be 
revealed. The wise housewife will always 
have some extra waliohney on hand, and with 
this it is a simple matter to repair the bad 
parts. If the paper on the wall has faded, 
the new piece should be exposed to the light 
for several days before being used, in order 
that it may tone in and not be too notice- 
able. A piece of paper rather larger than 
the place to be repaired should be torn into 
a rough, uneven-edged shape. The jagged 
edge is much less likely to show on the wall 
than one that is evenly cut. The patch should 
be placed face downwards on a hard surface, 
and the edge scraped with a sharp pen- 
knife until only a verv thin, almost trans- 
parent, edge is left. This process eliminates 
the possibility of the patch standing wt on 
the wall surface. The patch should then be 
coated with flour paste and carefully pressed 
into position. If it is flattened, pressin.+ from 
centre to edge, it will be impossible to detect 
the patch when finished. 

A veratshed paper can be cleaned best with 
cold tea. and afterwards should be polished 
with a very little furniture cream.

A safe rule 18 to never use any- 
thing metallic in salad-making. in a 
mixed salad, containing a variety of tn- 
gredienta, two-thirds for the bed of 
the salad and reserve one-third for de- 
corating the top.

Party saved Mr. Ramsay Macdonald's 
Socialist Administration from defeat in 
the House of Commons last evening.

£100 was the result of a deliberate effort

doubtedly, has done very good work in 
foreizn affairs and has improved the 
international situation almost beyond 
measure; but he has failed abjectly to 
deal with unemployment, and but for the 
timidity of the Liberals he would have 
paid the penalty last night.

The Government's majority on the 
division was 48—a figure which proves 
that only a handful of Liberals voted 
against the Socialists. The attitude of Mr. 
Asquith’s party is enough to make William 
Ewart Gladstone turn in his grave. Time 
and again the party has been slighted by 
the Government, which, while depending 
on the Liberals for its very existence, has 
not the slightest compunction in ignoring 
their views on almost every matter 
of importance. The Liberal voters in the 
constituencies have not been slow to recog- 
nise the moribund condition of the party, 
and the result of the Kelvingrove election 
in Glasgow, where the Liberal candidate 
forfeited his deposit, proves that they are 
turning in despair to vote with the Con- 
servatives and the Socialists. Mr. Asquith 
does not seem to be able to realise the 
sorry plight of his party, but Mr. Lloyd 
George sees clearly that slavish support of 
the Socialists is driving Libetaliem to 
ruin, and it is understood that at the 


| debate he was all in favour of a challenge 
to the Government. Mr. Asquith’s reasons 
for refusal to precipitate an election are 
obvious. He still hankers after office, 
and knows perfectly well that, if Mr. 
Macdonald should go to the country to- 
morrow on almost any issue, the Liberal 
Party would be overwhelmed. An intensive 
campaign of Liberal propaganda is about 
to be started throughout Great Britain, 
,and Mr. Asquith fears to launch away 
until its result is known. | 

The revolt within. the Liberal “Party 
is increasing, and already a section, under 
Captain Guest, is opposed openly to the 
Socialists’ policy and votes: almost con- 
sistently against the Government.. Others 
on the extreme left wing of the party are 
contemplating desertion to the Socialist 
ranks. Then there is Mr. Lloyd George, 
who remains the cleverest politician in 
Great Britain, and is merely biding his 
time until he can get rid of Mr. Asquith 
conveniently. He still has leanings 
towards a Centre Party, which, he 
thinks, might detach moderate Socialists 
from the Labour Party and Liberal- 
Unionists of the type of the Ear] of 
Birkenhead from the Conservatives. Mr. 
Asquith, of course, is a doctrinaire 
Liberal of the most unbending kind and 
would. refuse to discuss such a project ; 
but Mr. Lloyd George is a politician first. 
and a Liberal afterwards, and will ally 
himself with anybody who is likely to 
help him up the ladder to office; He 
recognises now, however, that, unless the 
present Liberal Party can be kept intact, 
he will be in a hopeless position in the 
next Parliament; and for that reason he 
is anxious to force matters to a decisive 
issue with the Socialists. One of these 
days a “split” between him and Mr. 
Asquith will become inevitable. Then, in 
all probability, the Liberal Party as it 
has been known in the past will dis- 
appear altogether, and Mr. Lloyd George 
will lead his Centre Party to battle at 
the polls. 


Wealth in Eggs. 


A subject of far greater moment for 
Irishmen than the Treaty of Lausanne was 
raised in Daw LKireann yesterday when 
Mr. Hogan introduced his Agricultural 
Produce (Eggs) Bill. This is the first of 
the three bills—the others wil] be the 
Dairy Produce Bill and the Dairy Stock- 
breeding Bill—with which the Minister 
hopes to put the Free State’s. farming in- 
dustry on a new basis of prosperity and 
progress. It is, perhaps, because most 
of us have politica] minds and think in 
metaphors that we are apt to neglect the 
aggregate importance of the humbler 
articles of trade. A prize bull isa lordly 
creature, while a fresh egg is a cheap and 
common thing. It is hard to realise that 
the Free State’s export trade in eggs 
easily may be made as profitable a source 
of national income as its export trade in 
cattle. Mr. Hogan comes to the rescue of 
our egg industry in the nick of time. 
During the Great War, when Russia and 
Denmark lost contact with the British 
market, there was a large and lucrative 
éxport of eggs from Ireland; but the 
position has not been maintained. In 
1921 the value of all Ireland's egg trade 
was second only to the value of its cattle 
trade. To-day eggs stand only fifth for 
value in the list of agricultural exports 
from the Free State. Nevertheless, that 
diminished value still represents the sub- 
stantial sum of three and a half million 
pounds a year. Tt can be increased largely 
and rapidly if only we will make up our 
minds to “stop the rot”’ and to fight our 
chief competitor, Denmark, with her own 
weapons. The Free State is putting badly 
packed, badly graded, dirty and stale eggs 
on the British market. The Danish sup- 
plies are clean, fresh, scientifically packed 
and graded ; and naturally, in such condi- 
tions, the Irish trade loses ground every 
day. The remedy which Mr. Hogan pro- 
poses is simple and inexpensive. Under this 
Bill all eggs intended for export must. be 
collected in premises which will be regis- 
tered by the Ministry of Agriculture. The 
eggs will be tested and graded under 
official supervision and must be packed 
properly in standard boxes. Export will 
be permitted only under these conditions, 
and evasion or defiance of the law will 
involye substantial penalties. Traders 
who refuse to co-operate with the Govern- 
ment will suffer, and will deserve their 
losses; but for intelligent traders and 
farmers the Bill will be a vast boon, and 
the cost of its working will be negligible. 
Within a year from the passing of the Bill 
the character of the Free State egg ought 
to be rehabilitated completely in the 
British market ; and, ceteris paribus, it will 
be a more attractive commodity than its 
rivals from a remoter part ef Europe. We 
agree with Mr. Hogan that, in the new 
spirit of husbandry which his Bill must 
foster, the present value of the Free State 
egg industry can be doubled in a short 
time. The handicap of extortionate freight 
charges remains, however, and is not 
likely to be removed by the Railways Bill 
which a complaisant Dail passed yesterday 
through its second stage. 


Housing—An Example. 


At yesterday's meeting of the Associa- 
tion for the Housing of the Very Poor the 
Reverend D. H. Hall, of St. Barnabas’s 
Church, outlined a project whereby he 
hopes to have built in the City of 
Dublin one thousand houses a year for 
five years. He has obtained the support 
of the Government authorities and has 
come to an understanding with the build- 
ing unions, which have consented to a re- 
duction in wages in return for a guarantee 
of five years’ continuous employment. It 
is a most creditable effort on the part ef a 
private citizen, who refuses to be daunted 
by a problem that has baffled public bodies 
and has given. great cause for anxiety to 
Governments both in this country and 
abroad. Moreover, Mr. Hall is able to 
bring evidence of actual achievement to 
recommend a scheme that might be 
criticised as over-sanguine. During. the 
last few days work has been begun on 
sixty-eight houses for artisans of the 
better class. Furthermore, Mr. Hall 
has taken over a house which the 
Corporation had condemned, and has 
‘restored it so effectively. that fifteen 
families have been spared the hardship of

The 
influence of “decayed and decaying bu.id- 
ings does not show itself merely in the 
appearance of what, in many cases, were 
noble streets; it extends to the dwellers 
themselves. Poor surroundings tend to 
produce a narrow and inferior character, 
and any attempt to cleanse our slums 
deserves national support. Mr. Hall 
said that a scheme to erect a 
thousand houses in a year might secm 
to be a big one, but he hoped that 
it would become bigger yet. We hope 
that it will grow until. Dublin’s housing 
problem is solved. A remarkable foature 
of Mr. Hall's programme is its compara- 
tive cheapness. His estimate for the 
building of a five-roomed house is £40 
below that of the Corporation, and better 

hi áise is provided. There is more 
true religion in Mr. Hall’s bricks and 
mortar than in most sermons. 


Falling Rates. 


A statement which has been issued by 
the British Ministry of Health reveals sa 
marked decrease in rates in England and 
Wales during the last two years. In the 
first half of the year 1921-1922, the 
poundage of the rates reached a point far 


known to this generation. Since then 
there has been a steady decline, although 
the poundage still is much higher than it 
was before the war. In the year 1913-14 
only two urban areas, out of a total of 
1,153, had a poundage of the local rates of 
12s. or more. In 1921-22 no fewer than 
1,011 of these areas had poundage rates of 
not less than 12s., but in the two follow- 
ing years the number fell to 866 and 661 
respectively. Hopes of further reduction 
are centred chiefly in the expected decrease 
in the number of persons in receipt of 
poor law relief. During the last financial 
year poor relief cost thirty-three millions 
out of a total of about one hundred and 
forty-four million pounds chargeable on 
the rates. Last year rates in England and 
Wales varied from 6s. 4d. in Masham, in 
the North Riding of Yorkshire, to 25s. 6d. 
in Merthyr Tydvil. The average fall 
during the year in respect of dwelling- 
houses and other property, not including 
agricultural land, is estimated as 8.5 per 
cent.—from 13s. 34d. to 12s. 2d. in the 
pound. It is evidence of the tendency 
of the population to crowd into towns that 
83 per cent. of the amount of rates raised 
in England and Wales is derived from the 
urban areas.

At the meeting of the Dublin Port and 
Docks Board yesterday, the Secretary read a 
letter received from Mr. William Paul, who 
was one of the representatives on: the Board 
of Dublin Corporation. The letter, which 
read as follows, was received with laughter 
and ‘‘ Noted,’’ stated :— 

“The Municipal Council has during the 
past few days been deprived of the full 
exercise of its privileges by a cabal responsible 
for the squandering of £1,600,000 in pensions 
to efficient civil servants and unable, on the 
statement of their own Auditor-General, to 
account satisfactorily for £765,181 of Army 
moneys entrusted to their surveillance. Hav- 
ing a sense of respect for my office and the 
citizens who honoured me with their suffrages, 
I cannot accept any encroachment on the 
rights they conferred on me, as I am aware 
that if I consented to the proposed enter- 
tainment of them and continued acting as a 
Corporation representativé on the Port and 
Docks Board I would be liable to dismissal 
from my duties thereon if I should at any 
time offend the broadcasters, hydro-electric 
schemers or job-dynastics who are largely the 
components of the present dictatorship, and 
hence I regretfully notify you that I do not 
propose attending further at the Board. ''

Unemployment. 


It is noteworthy that at the Liberal 
meeting this morning the Chief Liberal 
Whip reported that he had been informed 
by the Governmént Whip that the Prime 
Minister would regret if any of the poten- 
tial supporters of the Government were 
alienated, and had stated that the Govern- 
ment intended to tackle the unemployment 
question afresh. This is a strange com- 
mentary upon what the Government has 
done since it came into power. It 
announced in no uncertain tones that it 
had a remedy for this great national ill, 
but it has contented itself with doing 
little beyond carrying out the schemes 
formed by previous Governments. Now 
that its politica] life has been threatened, 
it is to try again. 


M. Paul Cambon. 
The death of M. Paul Cambon removes a 


personality that was most prominent in 
London throughout the war. M. Cambon 
came as French Ambassador to the Court 
of St. James’s shortly after the extremely 
awkward Fashoda incident, and he set to 
work steadily and patiently, with the 
constant support of King Edward, to build 
up what became known in later years as 
“The Entente Cordiale.’’ This had its 
culmination when Great Britain decided 
to stand side by side with France against 
German aggression. M. Cambon has told 
the story of the three agonising days 
which he passed before it was certain that 
the Government here would take up arms, 
but he never doubted our sense of fair 
play, and he had his reward in watcking 
the whole-hearted spirit in which the 


r people here supported his sorely-tried 


country, 
A Great Ambassador. 


M. Cambon had a delightful] personality 
and more than one little weakness. He 
prentended to know no English, though 
he lived among us for nearly a generation, 
and he would never make a speech other- 
wise than in French. It is said that he 
broke this rule only with Sir Edward 
Grey. M. Cambon was a bachelor and did 
not mix greatly in society, but he enlarged 
the French Embassy at Albert Gate into a 
very fine residence and made it a gfeas 
centre for people who loved music. 
Chamber concerts he delighted in, and he 
gave many. He played a prominent part 
in the proceedings attending the close of 
the war, and when he retired in 1921 it 
was with the warmest thanks of the 
British Government for his distinguished 
services. i 


A British Expedition. 


A British expedition is being organised 
to the Northern Seas to explore the island 
known as North Eastland, which. hes to 
the north-east of Spitzbergen, and to 
endeavour to beat previous records for 
sailing in the Arctic navigable waters. A 
Swedish expedition to this island in 1875 
made only a partial survey, while a Ger- 
man explorer in 1912 perished with his 
party. The new expedition will be carried 
out by means of a 300-ton whaler, a small 
sealing sloop and a specially designed sea- 
plane. Each sledging party will carry a 
wireless transmitting apparatus. The 
leader of the sledges will be Colonel J. F. 
Tennant, D.S.O., and Major Sir I. 
Colquhoun, D.S.O., will be among the 
members. Survey work will be carried 
out against such difficulties as heavy mists, 
blizzards and an ice-covered surface, 
deeply crevassed. The leader of the ex- 
pedition, which will probably sail next 
month, will be Mr. George Binnie, who 
was Secretary to the Oxford University 
Expedition in 1921. 


Thames Steamers. 


The Thames has been without a service 
of steamboats for so many years that 
most people fail to remember that it ever 
possessed one. There was a good and 
popular service up to some twenty years 
ago, when the London County Council 
took it over, with the result that it 
ceased to pay, and was soon abandoned. 
It is now suggested that a fleet of twenty 
large motor boats, each capable of carry- 
ing one hundred and hity passengers, 
shall be provided, and the responsible 
river authorities are to be approached in 
the matter. Landing and pier facilitios 
are at present very primitive, and it 's 
doubtiul whether the London County 
Council and the Port of London Authority 
would care to spend much money on the 
necessary provision of new piers and lan<d- 
ing stages. A service of quick motor boats, 
however, probably would become extremely 
popular during the summer months. 


The Rumanian Explosion. 


The munitions explosion in Rumanis 
naturally attracted interest in the (ity 
of London to-day; for it was feared that 
a~considerable amount of insurance might 
have been effected in this country. In- 
quiries at Lloyds show that such is not 
the case. The direct insuri.nces are few, 
though there may be re-insurances on tha 
part of the principal Rumanian com- 
panies, which would result in a propor- 
tion of the loss falling on the under- 
writers here. There is, however, some 
doubt as to the liability incurred ; for the 
damage of an exploding shell or falling 
projectile caused by the destruction of & 
munitions dump scarcely comes within 
the scope of a fire risk. 


Lerd Listowel. 


The Earl of Listowel kept his ninety 
first birthday very quietly to-day at 
Kingston House, Prince's Gate, and, 
since he is indisposed, the event was not 
marked by the luncheon party usually 
givy-n by the Countess. The Earl is one 
of the few surviving veterans of the 
Crimea War; for he was badly wounded 
at the Battle of Alma. His heir, Viscount 
Ennismore, who is fifty-eight, is also 4 
veteran; for he served in the South 
African War.

STATISTICS. 


CENSUS OF PRODUCTION NEXT 
YEAR. 


The Speaker took the chair at 3.10 p.m. 

Mr. Heffernan (Tipperary) asked the Presi- 
dent if he was aware of the present backward- 
ness Of statistics in the Saorstat, and if, in 
view of the absolute necessity for comprehen- 
sive, accurate, and up-to-date statistics in 
dealing with the problems, both economic und 
social, of a new State, he would take teps 
to have a special inquiry into.the preseat 
methods of compiling statistics in the 
paorstat. 

The President, replying, said that it was 
a fact that prior to the Treaty very httle 
statistical information relating specifically to 
lreland was available. The value of such 
statistics in considering economic social ques- 
tions was fully recognised, and a great ad- 
vance had been made since the Treaty, not- 
withstanding serious difficulties in providing 
statistical information. He referred to the 
cost-of-living figures and to the statistics of 
imports and exports, railways and shipping 
which had been published. Many other sta- 
tistics were in course of preparation, includ- 
ing such statistics relating to agriculture, as 
conditions had allowed to be compiled. 

The compilation of statistics relating to 
agnoculture, trade, railways and labour 
matters had been centralised in one depart- 
ment, to enable the most modern tabulating 
machines to be used. The question of how 
these statistics could most usefully be pub- 
lished was now being considered. A bill was in 
preparation proviving for a census of produc- 
tion next year, covering industry, agriculture 
and fisheries. He was satisfied that adequate 
attention was being paid to this admittedly 1m- 
portant matter and that the suggested special 
ingairy was not necessary. 


BOUNDARY COMMISSION, 


Mr. McCabe (Leitrim-Sligo) asked the Pre- 
sident if he could state whether a Chairman 
of the Boundary Commission had yet been 
suggested or appointed by the British Go- 
vernment, and whether it was intended to 
enter into further negotiations with the 
Northern Government prior to the setting up 
of the Boundary Commission, 

The President replied—We understand that 
the British Government is taking active steps 
for the appointment of a Chairman of the 
Boundary Commission. In respect of the 
second part of the question, the Government 
has made it quite clear that they are at all 
times ready to enter into a conference to 
arrive at a settlement in accordance with the 
wjshes of the inhabitants, and which would 
be ratified by the Boundary Commission, 

EXPORT OF EGGS. 
TESTING, GRADING AND 
PACKING. 

Mr. P.. Hogan, Minister for Lands and 
Agriculture, introduced the Agricultural Pro- 
duce (Fees) Bul. Tie objects of the bill are 
declared as ‘‘to regulate the export of eggs, 
and for that purpose to make provision for 
the registration of premises concerned in the 
export of eggs, and to provide for other 
matters relating to the sale of eggs. ' 

Mr. Hogan said that the egg and poultry 
trade was one of the most important items in 
the Free State export of a~~icultural produce 
He. gave the following figures for the export 
of, agricultural produce fr.m all Ireland in 
1€21 :—~

Mr. Hogan stated that the exports of eggs 
from Northern Ireland ports includcd about 
20 per cent. of eggs that were produced in 
the Free State. 


DENMARK FORGING AHEAD. 


“We must be careful,” Mr. Hogan went 
on, “not to read too much into these figures. 
lt has to be remembered that the first set of 
ficures are all-Ireland figures, and represent 
1921 values. and, in addition, that as Russia 
and Denmark were cut off from the English 
market during the European War, Irish ex- 
ports would naturally increase automatically. 
Un the other hand, the European War has been 
over for about five irs, and we can now 
fairly compare the position of Ireland with 
the position of Denmark as a supplier of 
poultry products to the English market.”’ 

The chief pre-war suppliers to that market 

Russia, who supplied approximately 

500,000 “ hundreds ”; Ireland, 6;300,000 
“hundreds”; and Denmark, 4,000,000 
‘‘hundreds.”’ It will be seen that Russia was 
far the largest supplier. Russia does a large 
t. de in cheap eggs, and out of a total market 
of abont 23,000, “hundreds ” about half is 
for low-priced eggs. The principal suppliers 
in 1923, omitting Russia, were nmark, 
6,757,000 “ hundreds,’’ and Ireland, 6,440,000 
“hnndreds.” Of the Irish supply about 
4.400.009 ‘‘ hundreds ” were produced in the 
Free State, while about 2,000, “ hundreds ”’ 
were produced in Northern Ireland. 

[t will thus be noticed that Denmark has 
displaced Ireland. Before the war the Irish 
export was more than 50 per cent. greater 
than Danish; now it is less, and getting 
steadily less, hit

Ministry of Agriculture for this purpose, and 
no premises will be registered unless they are 
suitable and are properly equipped for the 
business of an export trade—that is to say, 
unless they are kept m a state of cleanliness, 
unless the eggs are packed in standard 
packages, unless they are graded, and unless 
the premises have the appliances necessary 
to enable the testing, grading and packing to 
be properly carried on. 

“This is not going to be an expensive bill 
on the exporter. It never was a good excuse 
for inefficiency in this trade that the par- 
ticular exporter was only in a small way. 
Cleanliness in the premises and in the packing 
costs nothing, and the appliances required 
are of the simplest and most inexpensive kind. 
There are ample powers of examination and 
inspection by officers of the Ministry, and 
there are substantial penalties provided for 
contravention of the provisions of the bill.

Moreover, the exporters ‘are the 
principal wholesalers for the internal trade,

‘All exporters will be required to observe 
the same regulations as regards testing. grad- 
ing and packing for the home trade as for the 
export trade, and finally it is made an offence 
for anyone in the country to sell or expose for 
sale any dirty eggs or eggs unfit for human 
consumption.

RAILWAYS BILL. 
SUSPICIONS OF EMPLOYES.

Mr. McGuffin said that he also objected to 
a long adjournment.

- He 
objected to the continuance of Curfew, which 
was damaging the tourist traffic. ; 

The Minister of Finance, replying, pointed 
out that the House could be called together 
again at any time if necessary. With regard 
to the entertainment tax, thie House was well 
aware of the conditions of their finances, and 
that to defend the province with adequate 
forces it would be necessary to obtain money 
from their own resources or by borrowing. 
He was sure that he could call upon the 
patriotism of the people of Ulster to rise to 
the necessity of the case. With regard to 
land purchase, a bill had been drafted for pre- 
sentation in the Imperial Parliament, and if 
the parties interested would agree it might 
be passed as a non-contentious measure.

DERRY SITUATION 


SHIRT FACTORIES TO 
CLOSE TO-DAY. 
———— 


There was much talk of a settlement of the 
Derry disputes yesterday, and it was said 
that amongst a section of the Employers’ 
Federation a move was made to approach the 
Mayor with a request that the Corporation 
should agree to arbitration. 

In the afternoon the Federation met, and, 
following their meeting, which lasted an hour, 
it was learned that the majority were opposed 
to this course, and decline 
cession to the strikers. The shirt manufac- 
turers’ section decided to close Ail factories 
this evening, and 4,000 more workers will be 
thrown idle. 

It has been definitely decided that workers 
who are thus disemployed will not receive un- 
employment benefit. 

A imilar decision was given yesterday by 
the urt of Referees, which heard evidence 
in seven test cases as to wether employés in 
factories which had stopped owing to the 
failure of electric power were entited to the 
“‘dole.”” The Court decided that these claims 
could not be admitted. ; 

About 4,000 workers, chiefly females,are thus 
affected. The matter will come before the 
umpire, who arrives to Derry to-day, for the 
final decision. 

If the strikes continue a deadly blow will 
be dealt at the staple industry in the city. 
It has been stated that if some of the factories 
are closed now they will not be reopened, So 
urgent is some of the work on hands, that 
it is stated it is being sent to England to 
be completed. 

There is a great congestion of cargoes in 
the sheds at the quays, and the sailings of 
the ss. Caloric between Derry and Liverpool 
have been suspended until further notice. 


LURGAN FACTORY STRIKE, 


There is no change ip the strike of punch 
hemstitchers in Lurgan, where 700 girls are 
idle, and there is grave danger that the 
trouble may spread. The strike is being 
financed by the Federation of Trades Unions 
in England:

BELFAST MILL DISPUTE.

MEETING AT FOSTER PLACE. 


Upwards of a thousand persons attended a 
meeting of the unemployed at Foster place, 
Dublin, last night. Mr. James Larkin, who 
Was announced to speak, was absent. Mr. 
Tucker said that the Labour Party in the 
Dail had not made any effort to improve the 
lot of the unemployed. They ought to rely 
upon themselves, and by means of solidarity 
they could compel the Government to secog- 
nise unemployment as a national question.

“LOSS OF LIFE. 


RUMANIAN KING’S | 
ESCAPE. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From OuR Own CORRESPONDENT. 


CZERNOWITZ, Thursday. 

An explosion in the State arsenal at 
Cotroceni, outside Bucharest, yesterday, re- 
sulted in one of the most terrible disasters 
that has ever befallen the city. 

The first explosion was in itself very alarm- 
ing, but it was quickly followed by a fire, 
which rapidly gained ground, and a series. of 
subsequent explosions, which shook the whole 
city, and caused incalculable damage, and, it 
is feared, heavy loss of life. 

Among the buildings partly or wholly de- 
stroyed are the arsenal and barracks, the 
State powder factory, the Bourse, the Royal 
Palace at Cotroceni, several schools, and other 
buildings. 

All around the arsenal fires are raging, and 
now and again shells explode with deafening 
noise, increasing the panic of the population. 
"One suburb had been almost completely 
evacuated early this morning, and the exodus 
continued all day, thousands leaving the 
district. 

Telegraphic communication has been inter- 
rupted, but, according to particulars reaching 
this town, some 1,500 wagon loads of ammuni- 
tion, including over 12,000 large calibre shells, 
have been exploded. The main barracks of 
the Rumanian Army have been evacuated. 

It was about ten o'clock yesterday morning 
when ‘the first explosion occurred. Some re- 


rom a locomotive; other accounts state that 
the origin of the disaster is a complete 
mystery. 

While panic reigned in the city, the King, 
accompaniec by several of his Ministers and 
Generals, made an effort to reach the arsenal, 
but an explosion drove them back. It is 
stated that the King had a narrow escape 
from flying splinters. 

During the day explosion followed explosion, 
bringing down walls of the Royal Palacc. 
and extending the zone of the fires. 

The fire brigades seem to be helpless. It 
is impossible to estimate the damage, but 
early messages received to-day put it at well 
over £1,000,000. 

As to the loss of life, it is feared that it 
will be heavy. There was a large nnmber of 
men in the barracks and in the workshops of 
the arsenal, and many of these are missing. 

It is also reported that several girls were 
killed in a high school adjacent to the arsenal.

“ All hands back at work ” was the Dublin 
Gas Company s report yesterday. ‘The strike 
had lasted fifteen days. It ended satisfac- 
torily, to everyone’s relief; but the period of 
worry and concern is not yet over, for it is 
said that another week must pass before the 
gas supply can be restored, 

The manufacture of gas requires exceedingly 
high temperature, which can be attained only 
by a slow and careful process. If the retorts 
are’to be heated to the required tempetature, 
fires must be built gradually. As a represen- 
tative of the Gas Gasáis said in an inter- 
view yesterday, '“ Hurrying will only further 
delay the resumption of the gas supply.”’ 

It is known that some people, in the Dun- 
drum area particularly, have never been with- 
out gas throughout the two weeks’ 
“‘ stoppage.” Some laundries in the city were 
still drawing small quantities from the mains 
yesterday. 

There is, apparently, still some gas in the 
containers at the works, but the company 
states that “ it will take at least a week, and 
an enormous quantity of gas, to fill the 
hundreds of miles of mains between Bray 
and Chapelizod.”’ 

The terms under which the gas workers 
agreed to return to duty were as stated in the 
Irish Times yesterday. 


NO MINERS’ STRIKE. 


TRUCE IN THE MINING 
INDUSTRY. 


Mr. W. A. Lee, Secretary of the Mining 
Association of Great Britain, stated last 
night that the decision of the Miners’ Dele- 
gate Conference to accept the latest offer of 
colhery owners, meant a period of truce in 
the coal mining industry. The agreement is 
for twelve months, and the period of notice 
of terminaton is one month. 

Mr. Lee added that it was hoped that agree- 
ment would prove to be more than a truce 
for the paramount need of the industry and 
the country was industrial peace.

£250,000 FIRE, 


10,000 MINERS THROWN 
OUT OF WORK.

Tylorstown power station, near Pontypridd, 
Glamorgan, was destroyed by fire last night. 
The station supplied power to eight pits in 
the Rhondda Valley controlled by Messrs. D. 
Davies and Sons. All the mechanical and 
safety appliances in these mines have been 
put out of action, and 10,000 men are 
rendered idle. All the men in the pits, when 
the alarm was given, were brought to the 
surface safely. 

The fire started at seven o'clock, and was 
caused by a flash of lightning. Flames spread 
rapidly through the huge building, and 
brigades from Ferndale, Mid-Rhondda, and 
Pontypridd, six miles away, were summoned. 
Firemen’s efforts were unavailing, however, 
and by midnight the building, together with 
a large oil store, was burned out. All the 
engines and dynamos were completely de- 
stroyed. The damage is estimated at £250,000. 

Arrangements are being made with the 
South Wales Electrical Company for a supply 
of power, and it is hoped that the pits will 
be able to re-open within the next few days. 


‘A GREAT DIPLOMAT: 


DEATH OF M. PAUL 
CAMBON, 
—II 


The death oí M. Paul Cambon on Wednes- 
day night in Paris removes a striking and 
Singalarly successful figure from the diplomatic 
world. . Paul Cambon, who was eighty-one 
years of age, had been ill for a long time. - He 
hegan hfe as @ lawyer, and after soine ‘time 
in the Civil Service he embarked upon that 
brilliant diplomatic career whose crowning 
work was the Entente Cordiale between 
France and England. 

M. Paul Cambon had represented France in 
Tunis, in Madrid and in Constantinople, when 
in 1898 he came to London, where for nearly 
twenty-three years he enjoyed the friendship 
of the reigning Sovereign and the esteem and 
confidence of the whole British people. Some 
three months before M. Cambon was ap- 
pointed to the -London Embassy rela- 
tions between France and England had 
been strained by the Fashoda incident. 
He set himself to heal the sores 
inflicted. by the sudden check of Major 
Marchand’s expedition. He soon was num- 
bered among the personal friends of the late 
King Edward. The King, no less than the 
Ambassador, strove earnestly for the pro- 
motion of an Anglo-French enfente, and both 
had the satisfaction of seeing their long 
cherished hopes fulfilled when King Edward 
visited Paris in 1904. 

M. Paul Cambon’s public career bridged 
the period between the eventful years of 
1870 and 1914. He was M. Jules Ferry’s 
secretary during the days of the Commune, 
in Paris, and was amofig the men who saved 
him from assassination. It was, perhaps, Lis 
recollection of 1870 that prompted him to 
work so earnestly for an Anglo-French 
understanding. To him, more than to 
any other of her sons, France owes 
the firm support which England gave 
her during the Great War. He has 
confessed that the most anxious moments of 
his life were these in August, 1914, when he 
awaited the British Cabinet’s decision on the 
issue—war, or peace? So tense, then, was 
his feeling that he ordered his carriage and 
Eag through Hyde Park while the Cabinet 
sat. 

M. Paul Cambon retired írom the London 
Embassy in 1921. His brother, M. Jules 
Cambon, was French Ambassador in Berlin.

These are questions so difficult that the 
Government will seek the advice oi the Judi- 
cial Committee of the Privy Council, and it 
is probable that the Dominion judges will be 
asked ‘to sit with the british judges to de- 
cide the powers of the British Government.

LAST NIGHT'S DIVISION. 


The Times, in a leading article upon the 
division in the House of Commons last night, 
when the Government, with Liberal assistance, 
averted defeat, observes:—Mr. Asquith’s 
speech, though it represeuted the turn of the 
scales, did not carry with it quite the whole 
of his party. At one moment it seemed as 
though the extreme wing of the Prime Muinis- 
ter's own followers were disposed to bargain 
with their votes. Unionists taemselves, rightly 
determined to mark their sense of the Go- 
vernment’s short comings, were very far trom 
agreement in their anxicty lor a completely 
successful division. In these circumstances, 
the proceedings of the House of Commons in- 
evitably wore a certain air of unreality. [here 
was no weight of argument to influence 
wavering minds. Mr. Macdonald's own de- 
fence of the Government was just, and only 
just, sufficient to give the Liberals their excuse 
for supporting him; but it contained neither 
effective explanation of a barren past nor che 
promise of more constructive measures liere- 
after. Least convincing of all was his argu- 
ment for treating the motion as a possible 
prelude to dissolution at all. 

The great mass of the people accepted a 
Labour Government with good-will. They 
realised that the risk of blunders and 
dangerous courses was far outweighed by the 
frank extension to Labour of the benefits of 
experience and practical responsibilty. They 
even hoped that Labour might contribute to 
the solution of the great problems of the 
moment—particularly those of housing and 
unemployment—some peculiar qualities of 
knowledge and persuasion which had been 
lacking im the older parties. Those hopes, 
no doubt, are dying—dying fastest where they 
seemed to have most substance, “but enough 
of them still lingers to dispose of any i/lusion 
that an appeal to the country to-morrow 
would reverse completely the verdict of last 
December. 

Nothing less than such complete reversal— 
a popular reaction from an experiment that 
had at last become demonstrably dangerous or 
futile—should . satisfy the Unionist Party. 

e process of waiting and working for it 
will require infinite patience, infinite tact, 
above all, a clear understanding of the 
principles which Unionism represenis in this

THE ROBERTS MEMORIAL. 
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TO BE UNVEILED TO-DAY. 


“=e statue of Lord Roberts which the Go- 
vernment have placed on the Horse Guards 
Parade will be unveiled by the Duke of 
Connaught this afternoon.

In the course of a special article, 7’he 7’ imes 
states :—On July 10, 905, Lord Roberts said 
in the House of Lords—‘* Five years ago, my 
lords, the great fact that the life and 
prosperity cf these islands are bound up in 
the existence of what are now known as the 
King’s Dominions beyond the Seas was 
forcibly brought home to the British 
public. The moment they realised this fact, 
unprepared as they were for such service, 
they sprang patriotically to the call made 
upon them. But, my lords, five years have 
passed since then, and other subjects have 
sagged the attention of the nation. The 
ublic lose sight of the fact that His Majesty's 

ominions are no longer a Kingdom, but an 
Empire—the greatest Empire the world Las 
ever seen—and if we mean to maintain the 
integrity of this Empire we must accept the 
burden which the responsibilities of such a 
. charge entail.” 

Those memorable words were spoken rearly 
twenty years ago, and it is fitting that in 
this Roma. year the monument to the 
soldier who was so great and far-reeing a 
patriot should be unveiled in the presence of 
the representatives of all those ‘* King’s 
Dominions. beyond the ses” who are 
gathered here in London now as they hive 
never been gathered before.

BULLET WOUND THROUGH 
BODY. 


Dr. William O'Sullivan, District Coroner, 
held an inquest at Calurciveen oh Wednesday 
on the body of Volunteer J. F onnedy, a 
native of Wicklow, who was shot dead while 
on sentry duty at the Free State Barracks, 
Cahireiveen, on Monday night.

LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 
SCOPE OF THE NEW BILL. 


The House took up the second stage of the 
Local Government Bill. 

Mr. Seumas Burke, Minister for Local Go- 
vernment, seid that the bill was not intended 
to be the last word in local government re- 
form, nor was it meant to be a codificdtion 
of local government legislation. It was only | 
a step in that direction. 

The bill was to a great extent the outcome 
of two remarkable developments of modern 
civilisation—the development of motor trans- 
port and the development of the prevente- 
tive, as distinct from the curative, side 
medical science. Both developments made 
necessary a change in the whole attitude 
towards local government. - 

Speaking on the first section, he said that 
they had reached a corning point in the his- 
tory of the road when the change in the 
system of transport called for a change in the 
method of dealing with it. The parochial! 
point of view was no can Bi tenable, and the 
road had now to be looked at from the stand- 
point of the nation. . ! 

The functions of the Rural Councils with 
regard to the roads were originally those of 
the Baronial Presentment Sessions. The roads 
under them were regarded as the concern 
only of the various districts through which 
they passed. The standard of road main- 
tenance was lower than to-day, and zo the 
burden did not come heavy on the local dis 
tricts. The accumulated result was that Tre- 
land possessed a greater number and a lower 
standard of roads than any country in Burope. 
In the first place, the confused and compli- 
cated laws and reguiations determining the 
functions of the various road authorities and 
the charge of the expenses of the costs. of 
road works must be replaced by something 
that the ordinary citizen could understand, 
In the second lace, the roads in the 
hands of the District Councils must be placed 
in the charge of the County Councils ; and in 
the third the district oan with regard to 
roads must be abandoned. td 

Under the bill roads would be divided into 
main roads, urban roads, and county roads. 

Main roads were to be paid for by the 
county at large, county roads by the county 
at large, exclusive of urban districts, and 
urban roads by the urban districts. -Pro- 
visions had been introduced to make the pro- 
cedure regarding direct labour schemes more 


elastic. 
PUBLIC HEALTH. 


The public health portion of the bill re- 
pealed the Ministry of Health Act of 1919 
That portion of the bill was chiefly devoted 
to co-ordinating and cehtyalising local ad: 
ministration of the publicNhealth services, 
with a view to uniformity an@~incr2ased 
efficiency, his 

The bill proposed to abolish Rural District 
Councils, which had hitherto been the sanitary 
units, and transfer their sanitary functions to 
the County Councils, which would in future be 
the sanitary units except in very. large 
counties. The resultant proposals of the bill 
were that the administration of all health 
services, curative and preventive. would be 
under the control of the County Council. 
Power was given to the Minister in the case 


into two or more health districts, in each of 
which a Board of Public Health would be 
established. A county medical officer was to 
be appointed for each county who would be a 
whole time officer independent of private 
practice, and he should be an expert in 
matters relating to public health, and possess 
the D.P.H. for sanitary seience. This officer 
would be responsible for supervising under 
the County Board all the health: services of 
his county. A. veterinary surgeon would also 
be appointed in each county, 

The Minister went on to explain that 
several Acts dealing with infectious diseases 
would be made mandatory ‘and  emong these 
he mentioned that tuberculosis and the more 
serious infectious diseases would be. made 
compulsorily notifiable. Provision was made 
for the establibment of Consultative Councils 
to advise the Ministry in ‘matters relating to 
pablic health. MA ' 

With regard to superanmiation, Me said 

that the present law was very obscure and 
complicated, and in one case was grossly un- 
fair to ratepayers and employers. This stete 
of affairs was largely the result of the intro- 
duction of amendments to various enactments 
to cover specific instances without taking 
sufficient care to secure co-ordination of 
method, and to prevent anomalies. It might 
be advisable later to introduce some measure 
of contributory superannuation, similar to the 
Lunatic Asylums Act of 1908, but at present 
it would be impossible to intréduce such a 
scheme, The present bill took the initial step 
of codifying the law with regard to super- 
annuation, and remedying some of the more 
glaring defects. 
Having explained details regarding super- 
annuation, the Minister said that medical 
officers at present carried on private practice, 
as well as attending to public duties, and 
notwithstanding this fact they were allowed 
pensions. It was not considered desirable to 
continue that practice. With the exception 
of officers of committees of district lunatic 
asylums who came under the provisions of 
the Asvlum Act, 1919, compensation was to be 
gai to ‘whole-time officers and medica! 
officers,

NORTHERN IRELAND. 


UNPURCHASED TENANTS. — Unpur- 
chased tenants in Northern Ireland are 
agitating for the compulsory Land Bill for 
Northern Ireland promised by the Imperial 
Government. A recent meeting of farmers at 
Islandmagee protested against the terms of 
the report by Lord Percy's Committee, which, 
they contended, ‘‘was entirely biassed in 
favour of the landlords’’ and would not be 
accepted. by the tenants, The resolution 
added ail As unbought tenants in the 
twenty-six counties in Ireland have received 
a measure of compulsory sale by the Free 
State Land Act of 1923, and as the unbought 
farmers in the six counties have to sell their 
products in the same markets, we demand the 
Same terms as contained in the Free State 
Land Act, 1925.” The Northern farmers are 
of the ‘opinion that, if the Imperial Parlia- 
ment cannot carry out its obligations to the 
unbought tenants in Northern Ireland, then 
arrangements should be made to enable the 
Northern Parliament to make a final settle- 
ment of the matter, 

LURGAN HEARS PITTSBURG.—Tt was 
reported in the Jrish Times of March 26 last 
that Mr. J. P. McVeigh, of 84 Edward atreet, 
Lurgan, had received part of a wireless pro- 
gramme broadcast by the Pittsburg, U.S.A., 
Station (K D.K.A.) on a. 100-metre wave 
length. Mr. MeVeigh wrote to the station 
giving details of the items that he had picked 
up, and the Superintendent has replied stating 
that Pittsburg did transmit that programme 
on the day in question. “This, without 
doubt, proves that you picked up K.D.K.A.., 
and we are glad to hear of your success and 
our success in being able to transmit.”’ 

‘“ WOKRYING” DOG’S CUNNING.—In 
the course of arbitration proceedings at 
Strabane, arising out of a claim by farmers 
against the owner of a dog which had worried 
sheep, it was stated that the animal often 
travelled at night. up to seven miles from its 
owner's house to attack flocks. It would pags 
sheep belonging to its owner and also the 
flocks of immediate neighbours. The owner 
did not know that the dog was in the habit 
of worryfng. It was eventually shot during 
a night on which it had killed seventeen 
sheep. Awards totalling £99 10s. were made. 

CONGREGATIONAL UNION.—The pro- 
ceedings of the Congregational Union com- 
menced yesterday with a public service in 
Belfast, Miss Stateersfield presented a satis- 
factory financial report of the Young People’s 
Union. Mr. G. Alexander commended the 
helpful and good work of the Union to the 
deeper consideration of the churches and 
Sunday schools. Rev. T. G. Keeny pre- 
senled a satisfactory financial statement <«f 
the magazine. A discussion took place re- 
garding the desirability of forming a closer 
alliance with the English body, and the meet- 
ing passed a resolution: ' That this Union 
endorse the principle of closer alliance with 
the Congregational Union of England and 
Wales, and that we refer the whole matter to 
the consideration of the Executive.”

general labourers, Qd.; special builders’ 
jabourers, 10d. These rates will operate until 
May 1, 19.0, after which the trade has agreed 
to adopt the national grading system, which 
will correspond to a rate of 1s. 5d. when the 
national settlement now pending in Great, 
Britain has been arranged. ~The grade so 
adopted will be effective for three years com 
mencing May 1, 1925, and be subject ‘to six 
months’ notice of revision ‘by either party. 

MORE gfLAX SOWN.—A-> much larger 
acreage . has been placed -uyder flax” in 
Northern Ireland than last year. ' In the 
Strabane district the area sown is three times 
as large as a year ago. Farmers believe that 
a high price will be obtained for flax in view 
of the increase in the price of raw cotton 
and the ehortage of the American cotton 
crops. 

BELFAST SAVINGS BANK.—The funds 
of the Belfast Savings Bank, which is largely 
supported by the “workifig classes, have now 
reached £3,000,000; During the past half.

the city. 

He knew that a great many people would 
be anxious to help in his campaign for 1,000 
new houses a year for Dublin.

ved in the slums of Dublin. He believed 
that all that was necessary to ensure sufficient 
support for the scheme was to arouse people 
to a sense of their moral responsibility.

All members of Dail Eireann have been 
circulerised by the Civil Service Federation 
as to the necessity for the immediate restora- 
tion of the Joint Council for the Civil Service 
as existing prior to the date of transfer. 

The Federation points out that, although 
the Government invariably recommend the 
principlé of joint conference, and . negotiation 
in the settling of industrial di*pntes. they 
have altogether failed to apply the principle 
to the case of their own relations with their 
employés. The Minister of Finance promised 
on the 20th February last to formulate within 
afew weeks proposals for a Joint Council, 
but nothing had since been done, A con- 
tinuance of this policy of delay on the part 
of. the Finance Minister will, in the view of 
the Federation, lead to more retireménts 
under Article 10 of the Treaty, with con- 
sequential loss to the State.

LAST YEAR’S EXCELLENT 
RECORD. 


At the annual meeting of the Drumcondra 
Hospital, held yesterday afternoon, the Very 


| Rev. the Dean of Christ Church presiding, 


The Rev. Canon Greer read the Committee's 
report; which stated that the work of the 
hospital had been well maintained during the 
year and answered all calls made on its 
resources. The dispensary also maintained its 
useful work among the out-patients. Special 
thanks are due to the following, who, by 
their financial! ‘and administrative efforts, have 
materially . assisted in the maintenance and 
work of the hospital during the past year — 
(1) The Ladies’ Committee, for their valuable 
co-operation on the domestic side of the 
hospital's affairs and for the Pound Day 
which they organised, the result of which, 
together with the proceeds of a whist drive 
organised by the Matron, resulted in an addi 
tion of £32 to the funds, as well as a much- 
appreciated addition to the food supplies; 
(2) the Linen Guild; (3) the Hospital Sunday 
Fund, for their grant of £66 12s.; (4) the 
Dublin Corporation, for their grant of £155 
6s. 8d.; (5) the Dublin Dockyard empioyés, for 
their subscription and Bed Fund contsibution 
amounting to £38 ls. 2d.; (6) to our sub 
scribers for their generous contributions. At 
the beginning of the year a cot in memory 
of the late Rev. Joseph Bewley was instituted 
in the hospital, and a brass plate recording 
this has been placed in the hall. 

There had been a considerable drop in the 
subscriptions received, and owing to the clos 
ing down of the Dockyard Company a very 
considerable sum subscribed annually had, for 
the time being, lapsed. The work of the 
Matron and staff had earned the commenda 
tion of the Committee, who desired to record 
their pleasure at the Matron’s recovery from 
her serious illness. (Hear, hear.) 446 cases 
were treated in the wards—an increase of 45 
an . prevwms year. 235 surgical, 147 
medical and 34 gynecological patients were 
admitted durimg the year, while the dis- 
pensaries had been attended by over 2 000 
persons. The Board had pleasure in receiving 
Dr. Gilmour as a colleague specialist m 
scoir; and expressed its appreciation of 
the excellent work of the Matron, Miss Neill, 
and nursing staff. 

The statement of accounts submitted by 
Mr. J. E. Robinson showed that the amount 
received from paying patients was £1,160, and 
there was a deficit of £68 on the year’s 
working. 

Mr. A. F. Blood, K.C., proposing the 
adoption of the report. said that the money 
received from the paying patients did not 
run the hospital, the claims of which were 
very strong on the public. It was in the 
centre of a large and populous district, and 
ought to be four times the size to meet the 
demands made on it; but small as it was it 
was a thoroughly equipped hospita! and ready 
to give proper treatment to ail who came to 
it. (Hear, hear.)

CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT 


The Chairman said that the hospital, for 


| its sive was doing very good and useful work, 
and the residents of the locality ought tá 
appreciate and support such an institution. 
Hospitals were chiefly ‘or the benefit of the 
working class, and it was only right that 
patients should pay in proportion to ther 
means. One of the most remarkable 
characteristics of last century was the increase 
in human knowledge, owing to the researches 
of men of science, and in no department was 
it more remarkable than in medical and 
surgical science. One of the results was the 
enormous development of hospitals and private 
homes. Similar facilities should be provided 
f-r the poorer classes, and these hospitals were 
the ontcome of the Christian religion. 

It was well known that housing conditions 
in Dublin were a disgrace to any civilised, 
certainly to any Christian, city. They were 
told that 20,000 families lived in single rooms, 
and it was perfectly obvious if infectious 
disease broke out, unless they had hospitals to 
which patients could be sent, there would be 
terrible mortality. So t..ey had more need in 
Dublin to support hospitals than in healthier 
cities. The hospital was well managed, and 
it made a special claim on the support of 
those who lived in the neighbourhood. (Hear, 
hear.) 

A vote of thanks, on the motion of Dr. 
Macdowel Cosgrave, seconded by Dr. Mont-
